Although a lad in knee trousers, Walter 
Goodman, aged 13, swallowed bed-bug 
poison ycsterday morning because life hud 
become to him a burden. The story told 
by the boy, while stating why he wanted 
to end his young life, is as checkered aid 
as full of troub‘e and disappo-ntment as 
any tales of wretched woe that has driven 
men and women to seek the grave as a 
place of refuge and solace.

My mother also died 
and I had no one to take care of me. 
About three months ago a man named 
James Caswell went to Savannah and 
asked me if 1 would not travel with him 
in the show business. He had a ‘Punch 
and Judy’ show. I agreed to ge with him 
and he brought me to Atlanta. About 
two weeks ago Caswell got drunk and 
was fined $5.75 by the recorder. He could 
not pay the fine and was sent to the 
chaingang. I had no money and did not 
know a soul in the city, R. Cc. Camp- 
bell, who runs a store in the country about 
4 miles from Atlanta, offered me a job, 
and /1 took it. Mr. Campbell's brother 
ireated me badly and today wien he 
threw me down and tied my hands behind 
my back I felt that the best thing for me 
to do was to die. I got a bottle of bed- 
bug poison from a shelf in Mr. Camp- 


bell’s store and swallowed some of it. I. 


uid not take it all because it tasted so bad. 
Mr. Campbell had me brought to town 
by a man who gave me to the police. I 
took the poison because I couldn't see 
any use in living any longer. I Know 
other children who have nice homes and 
a lot of people to love them. I had no 
home and not a soul on earth who cared 
whether I was living or dead.”’ 

He Wanted To Die. 

When asked why he tried to get away 
from the officers and why he fought at 
the hospital, ‘he replied that he did not 
want to get well. He wanted to die, he 
stated. 

The police do not believe that the boy 
‘yas mistreated at Campbell’s store. They 
say that from what they have seen of 
him they think a reformatory or a house 
of correction would be the best thing for 
him. 

James Caswell, the man with the 
‘Punch and Judy” show, was sent to ihe 
stockade on May ll. As he had eleven 
days to serve, his time was out yester- 
day. 

When the boy recovers he will be held 
by the police until steps are taken to 
ascertain if he has any relatives in Sa- 
vannah. If he is found to be homeless and 
friendless, as he states, he will probably 
be looked after by some of the charitable 
institutions of the city.

NOT TO LEAVE AT ONCE 


About Fifty Union Men Will March 
to the Franklin Shop This 
Morning, Organize a Chapel 
and Go to Work Under 
Union Foreman. 


About fifty union printers will, this 
morning, at 8 o'clock, resume woark at 
the cases in the shop of the Franklin 
Printing and Publishing Company. 

The Franklin is now a union shon, the 
agreement between its owners and the 
business committee of the Atlanta, Typo- 
graphical union having been effected after 
a meeting yesterday morning. Very lit- 
tle time was required to reach an agree- 
ment. 

Under the settlement the shop of the 
Franklin company is to be entirely union- 
ized, with a union foreman in charge. 
One of the first things the men will 
do after reaching the shop this morning 
will be to organize a chapel. The printers 
who are working at the Franklin are to 
be given permits to work until the meet- 
ing of the Atlanta Typographical union, 
which will be held on the first Sunday in 
June. 

Under the terms of the settlement the 
shop foreman, -who is to be a union man, 
has full authority to engage or dis- 
charge, with or without cause, any and 
all printers. : 

The business committee of the Atlanta 
Typographical union, which effected this 
settlement of the strike so far as the 
Franklin shop is concerned, with George 
W. Harrison, one of the owners, is com- 
posed of the following printers: 

H. L. Bass, chairman; W. 8. Wier, vice 
chairman; Wade P. Harding. secretary;

Thirty-three men left the shop of the 
Franklin company when the strike order 
was issued by the union.

“Except in a few special fabrics, the 
price the ‘manipulators’ have fixed for 
cotton is out of all proportion to the price 
the manufacturer can realize for his 
product. Is there not a remedy for this 
situation? If the cotton manufacturer 
could arrange to buy his year’s supply 
of raw stock by making his purchase 
during the period covered from Septem- 
ber 1 to December 1 of each year (as is 
largely the case with our foreign com- 
petitors), there would be but slight op- 
portunity for the ‘manipulator’ to juggle 
a profit out of the few hundred thousand 
bales not taken by these purchases.” 

General William F. Draper, of Hope- 
dale, Mags., delivered an address on ““‘The 
Development of Rapidly Running or 
Yield-Bearing Spindles,’’ and gave a his- 
tory of the inventions and improvements 
in spindles. 


May Curtail Output. 
President Hiss declared that at the 


present high price of cotton and the low 
price of the manufactured product it is 
impossible for the manufacturers to 
make a reasonable profit. A great ma- 
jority of the spinners agreed with Mr. 
Hiss. 

“Tt costs 20 cents to make 20's two-ply,” 
said R. §8S. Reinhardt, of Lincolnton. 
‘“This yarn sold yesterday at 18 cents; 
today it brings only 20 cents. Will Mr. 
Hiss’ suggestion be followed? I think so. 
I believe that in the near future most of 
‘the southern mills will either close down 
temporarily or will. run on short time, 
say, four days in the week.’’ 

This view was not exceptional among 
the spinners. They maintain that they 
ought to be making money and a great 
deal of it, but they are not making 
money. There is very little yarn on the 
market. In a way, they have matters in 
their own hands, and the only sensible 
solution of the problem is to curtail pro-. 
auction. 

Leonard B. Paulsen, the well-known 
commission man, and a member of the 
firm of Buckingham, Paulson & Co., of 
New York city, takes a different view of 
the situation. 

“Give the patient time and it will con- 
valesce on its own account,’’ was Mr. 
Paulson’s laconic reference to the mar- 
ket. He added: “I don’t think the spin- 
nérs are losing any great amount of 
money. If they are losing, why it is that 
most of the riills are adding improve- 
ments and building extensions?”

Propostion To Change Name 


Turned Qown, 


Rev. C. B. Wilmer, of Atlanta, Took 
Leading Part in Debate Against 
Change—Spirited Debate in 
Commii:‘ee of the 

Whole.

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Savanneh, Ga., May 14.—(Special.) 
Atlanta was decided upon as the place 
for the convention next year. It 
will be held in St. Luke church. 

Savannah, Ga.,; May 14.—(Special.)—The 
Georgia diocese of the Protestant Epis- 
copal church does not want the name of 
the denomination changed. 

This was proven this morning at the 
session of the convention when a vote was 
taken that wag overwhelmingly adverse 
to a change. 

An extremely interesting session was held 
the discussion upon the question of the 
change provoking some strong expres- 
sions. Rev. Mr. Wilmer, of St. Philip 
church, Atlanta, bore off the laurels as 
leader of the opposition to the change. 
Rev. J. L. Scully took a prominent part 
in advocating the change to the Catholic 


‘Church of America. 


When it came to vote there were twelve 
votes from the clergy and three and one- 
third votes from-the laity for the change 
and twenty-three votes from the clergy 
and fifteen and one-third from the laity 
against it, or fifteen and one-third for 
and thirty-eight and one-third against. 
The question was raised by a resolution 
in the negative form that no change be 
made at this time. It was in commiftee 
of the whole that the discussion was held 
and there was a large attendance of out- 
siders of many denominations. 

Bishop Nelson Overruled. 

Captain H. C. Cunningham, of Savan- 
nah, was chairman of the committee of 
the whole. He had inteesting points of 
crder to decide, and in one case he over- 
ruled Bishop Nelson, who was seeking to 
show the method under which the inquiry 
as to the desire of the diocese should be 
conducted. It was moved in convention 
that the meeting go into committee of Lhe 
whole to discuss the matter, and Bishop 
Nelson appointed himself, the ‘‘bishop of 
Georgia,’"’ as the chairman of the com- 
mittee. 

Captain Cunningham’ contended that 
‘here should be some other chairman. 
Rev. Chauncy C. Williams, of Augusta, 
was nominated, but declined, saying a 
layman Should preside. Thereupon Cap- 
tain Cunningham was selected. The res- 
olufion of the standing committee of the 
general convention ‘of! 1901 was then read. 
It called upon the eonvention of this dio- 
cese and other foceses to express their 
opinion upon the proposed change of 
name. 

This brought out a resolution from Dr. 
Wyllys Rode, that the name of ‘‘Protest- 
ant Episcopal church be striken from ‘ne 
book of common prayer.”’ This was rul- 
ed out of order. Mr. Scully called upon 
the convention to distinguish between the 
‘legal title.and the name.’ A motion to 
table was made and seconded. 

Hon. T. W. Hardwick, of Sandersviile, 


} member ; elect of congress from the tenth 


district, made the preliminary point that 
in committee of the whole a motion to 
table would not be made, This view was 
sustained by Bishop Nelson, who stated 
that the only two things which could be 
done in committee of the whole was to 
amend or adopt. 

Chairman Cunningham then sald: 

“The rule as read by the bishop fs en- 
tirely inapplicable to this proceeding.” 

Finally, Noah H. Swain, of Cedartown, 
introduced a resolution that ‘““‘The name 
of the Protestant Episcopal church be not 
changed at this time.” His second reso- 
lution provided for a reference of the 
question to the parishes. 


C. Lucian Jones, of Savannah, thought 
this should be done, as many people ifn 
the parishes at present knew nothing 
about it. Dr. C. C. Williams, of Au- 
gusta. called attention to the fact that 
this question only applied to the title 
name, that the. credal name of he 
church, the ‘Holy Catholic church,” 
would not be disturbed. 

Hon. J. Rice Smith, of Augusta, said 
that he believed that so far as the 
people Knew about this question they 
opposed any change. Rev. G. A. Ott- 
mann believed that one day the name 
of the-church would be changed whether 
Georgia wanted to or not. 

Mr. Scully’s substitute was put by 
the chair and lost by a viva voce vote. 


Overwhelming Vote Against Change. 

The substitute of Mr. Swain was then 
divided. The first part, which opposed 
the change of the name at this time, 
was adopted by an overwhelming vote. 
The second resolution providing for a 
reference of the question to the parishes 
was withdrawn by Mr. Swain. 

This led to a protest from several of 
the delegates who declared that they 
had voted for the first resolution be~ 
cause they thought the second resolution 
was coming. But for this impression 
they would have voted against the entire 
resolution. 

Dr. Wilmer, of Atlanta, who opposed 
any change of name at this time, moved 
to reconsider the adoption of Mr. 
Swain’s resolution. He did this, he said, 
so that there could be no misapprehen- 
sion, but one way or another. 

Z.. D. Harrison, of Atlanta, held that 
the committee had nothing to do with 
this second resolution. On the motion to 
reconsider the ayes were 26 and the nays 
27, so the motion was lost. 

W. K. Miller, treasurer of the diocese, 
called for a detailed vote. ThTYs was 
overruled on the ground that an aye and 
nay vote of clergy and laymen could 
not be asked for in contmittee of the 
whole. It could be secured. in the open 
convention. Chairman Cunningham tak- 
ing. his place on the floor said: 

“The committee of the whole, to which 
was referred the question of the change 
of the name from the Protestant Epis- 
copal church of the United States, has 
considered the question and authorizes 
me as its chairman to report it back 
to the house with the recommendation 
that it be not changed at this time.” 

The question then came up in the gen- 
eral convention. Rev. Aibion Knight, 
of Atlanta, said he hoped that those who 
opposed any change would proceed to 
debate the question. Rev. Mr. Reese, 
of Macon, thought that the burden was 
upon those who wanted to change 
gatas order of things. : 
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expressed themselves as against it in 
the running fight tm the committee of 
the whole, when the matter came up 
before the convention proper, ,the two 
speeches of the occasion were made by

ANSWERS CALL 


Prominent Troup County Cit- 
izen Dies at West Point 
Home. 


West Point, Ga., May 14.—(Special.)— 
Judge J. H. Nolan, one of West Point’s 
most honored citizens, was buried in 
Pinewood cemetery this afternoon. Judge 
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JUDGE J. H. NOLAN, 
Of West Point, Who Died Wednes- 
day Night.

Nolan thas been in feeble health for 
several years, but was able to be in his 


office yesterday. 

During the afternoon he complained of 
feeling baaiy and closed his office and 
went home. About 10 o’clock Dr. J. 8. 
Horsley, Jr., was called to see him, and 
while in a conversation with the doctor 
Judge Nolan was taken with a convul- 
sion and expired in a few moments. 

Judge Nolan was born in Wilkes coun- 
ty, Georgia, in 1844, being the youngest 
gon of James Nolan, one of Wilkes coun- 
ty’s largest slave owners and wealthiest 
citizens. 

During the civil war Judge Nolan was 
attending a military college in Marietta, 
wa., and at the age of 17, in answer to 
hig country’s call, he left school, joining 
the army, where he made as good a sol- 
dier as ever entered battle. 

After the war Judge Nolan made West 
Point his home. In 1869 he married Miss 
Mattie Eflliot. She and five children, two 
sons and three daughters, survive him. 

For a number of years he was one of 
West Point's largest and most prominent 
merchants, and at one time was a mem- 
ber of the board of directors of the Ala- 
bama and Georgia Manufacturing Com- 
pany and one of its largest stockhold- 
ers. 

Judge Nolan was a very devout Chris- 
tian and Mason and was for a number 
of years a deacon of the First Baptist 
church, and as a Mason has been hon- 
ored by his brothers by having‘ been 
called to fill severaj] official positions. 

“Uncle Jack,”” as he was familiarly 
called by young and old of this commu- 
nity, will be greatly missed, for he was 
loved ahd respected by al.

tine Bertha Gray, from Jacksonville to 
Skitts, island of Martinique. For nearly 
a week Captain Richards and the men 
aboard the English sailing craft were 
tossed about at the mercy of wind and 
waves. The vessel’s rigging was gone 
and the hull waterlogged. . Salt water 


pouring in between the decks quickly‘ 


spoiled their food and rendered their sup- 
ply of fresh water useless. Weary with 
many hours of pumping, almost over- 
come with hunger and heartsick at the 
dreary prospect of ever coming through 
their bitter experience alive, the 
Nova Scotian mariners had about aban- 
doned all hope of safety when the St. 
Oswald hove in sight and responded to 
their signals of distress. The brigantine 
was abandoned off the Georgia coast. 

The rescue of the shipwreckéd sailors 
was a thrilling one in the extreme and 
was attended by great risks on the part 
of the crew of the St. Oswald. The waves 
were running mountain high ang the wind 
still blowing a gale, when a life boat was 
lowered from the St. Oswald’s davits. 
The boat made two trips from the wreck 
to the steamer. Three: men were taken 
off first and four:on the second trip, They 
were found clinging to.the rigging.

Running ‘through his published 
statement—which, by the way, is 
about four columns in. length-—there 
is the unmistakable evidence of per- 
sonal pique toward certain newspa- 
pers. This is resentment for criti- 
cisms of himself, both before he was 
elected. to the goevrnorship and after, 
and of that saintly statesman, “Matt” 
Quay, who gave him his present offi- 
cial position and whom he, in return, 
has lauded as greater in statesman- 
ship’ than. Webster, Clay, Jefferson, 
Washington—everybody who has pre- 
cedel him in the arena of public af- 
fairs. Because some newspapers have 
dared lampoon, by cartoon or editorial, 
the saintly Matthew and himself, Gov- 
erner Pennypacker now strikés a blow 
at the entire press of Pennsylvania. 
The governor shows the sore spots 
upon his anatomy when, in language 
that is full of whine, he cites the fol- 
lowing @artoon, which, he says, “de- 
fines the question with entire preci- 
sion:” 


An ugly little dwarf representing the 
governor of the commonwealth stands 
on a crude stool. The stool is subordinate 
to and placed alongside of a huge print- 


of an ox team and all are so arranged 
as to give the idea that when the press 
starts the stool and its occupant will be 
thrown to the ground. 

Put into words, the cartoon asserts to 
the world that the press is above the law 
and greater in strength than the govern- 
ment. No self-respecting people will per- 
mit such an attitude to be long main- 
tained. In England a century ago the 
offender. would have been drawn and 
quartered and his head stuck upon a 
pole without the gates. In America to- 
day this is the kind of arrogance which 
“goeth before a fall.” 


Governor Pennypacker’s analysis 
will hardly be accepted by any right- 
thinking person. The cartoon was not 
so accepted by the people of Pennsyl- 
vania, and it is because the governor 
knows this that he is sore. That car- 
toon did not strike at the “govern- 
ment” or the gubernatorial office; 
did serve to illustrate the smallness 
of the present occupant of that office, 


and his own words. 

With regard to the terrible injustice 
which has been visited upon Matt 
Quay, the governor draws this heart- 
touching picture: : : 

It is sad to reflect that some historian 
of five hundred years hence, misled by 
wnat he reads, will probably study the 
Statesman whom we know to, be able and 
strong, generous and kindly, keeping his 
promises and paying his debts, and de- 
pict him with the features of an owl and 
the propensities of a Nero or Caligula. 

All of which would, be simply mirth- 

provoking were it not that from the 
governor’s wounded vanity and per- 
sonal resentment there has come a 
law designed to curtail the legitimate 
freedom of the press and, in conse- 
quence, to do grave injury to the peo- 
ple and the public interests of the 
state, 
If there is one newspaper in the 
United States whose fairness could 
never be questioned and whose record 
stands for everything that is high and 
it is The 
Public Ledger, of Philadelphia. This 
able exponent of public opinion cites 
these several reasons for its opposi- 
tion to a measure which it character- 
izes as most vicious: 

First. It appeared to be in violation of 
that provident provision of the constitu- 
tion of the commonwealth which decrees 
the liberty of the printing press and for- 
bids the restraint thereof. 

Second It was, we believed, and do 
still believe, unnecessary, the existing 
law of libel affording adequate protec- 
tion against or redress for malicious or 
negligent publications affecting the rights 
or interests of the citizen. 

Third. The evident intention of the pro- 
moters of the measure was not so much 
to punish the printing press for publish- 
ing the truth, after the publication was 
made, as to prevent it, by terrorizing it, 
from publishing the truth at all. 

Fourth. We objected to the bill for the 
reason that, if made law, it would invite 
vexatious and costly litigation. 

Fifth. They who so eagerly took up 
the governor’s recommendation on the 
subject, and, with such disregard of the 
orderly procedure of legislation, accom- 
plished the passage of the bill, were mem-

of Cleveland, gives promise of be 
coming a political rumor record:

Whenever things get at all dull in 
Ohio republican ranks, somebody sets 
a Myron T. Merrick rumor aflodt. Mr. 
Herrick is said to be an estimable 
gentleman and a liberal producer of 
campaign funds, but so far as we have 
been able to discover he bas never 
yet filled a political office, although 
Re has been “prominently mentioned” 
for about everything in the gift of the 
Ohio republican organization, from 
United States senator down to dog- 
catcher. 

A few months ago it was announc 
ed, apparently on authority, that Mr. 
Herrick would certainly be the repub- 
lican candidate for governor in the 
contest which, we believe, is sched- 
uled for this fall. It was all “fixed,” 
according td the newspaper reports 
sent out from republican headquar- 
ters. Shortly thereafter there came 
an exciting municipal contest in 
Cleveland: When the smoke cleared 
away it was discovered that one Tom | 
L. Johnson lad again triumphed, de 
spite the desperate fight put up by 
Senator Hanna, Mr. Herrick and the 
others who figure as leaders of the re- 
publican hosts. This result was not 
according to the calculations of the 
republican slate-makers. They had 
counted upon a republican victory 


|in Cleveland to pave the way for 


Hanna’s triumphant return to the sen- 
ate and Herrick’s nomination for gov- 
erfor. | 

Now there are indications that it 
has been determined to be necessary 
to shape things differently. Senator 
Hanna’s chances might be jeopardized 
by another Cuyahoga county c@ndi- 
date and “something equally as good” 
must be found for Herrick. In this 
emergency attention has, naturally 
enough, been drawn to the fact that 
an Ohio man wouwd fit in perfectly 
with Roosevelt upon the national tick- 
et: and sthe result is' a Herrick vice: 
presidential boom. 

Mr. Roosevelt is expected to look 
on this suggestion with favor, espe- 
cially. since the danger of Qhio hav- 
ing a presidential candidate would be 
materially lessened by the presence 
of a real Ohio vice presidential boom. 

Mr. Hanna is counted on to favor 
Herrick because it is deemed advisa- 
ble to get him out of state politics. 

As for Mr. Herrick, he—well, he 
seems to be easy. --He is anxious to 
land somewhere—any old where; and 
then, the vice presidency isn’t so bad 
now the medical experts have discov- 
ered that the strenuous life is likely 
to bring on acute heart trouble. 

Direct Legislation. 

A few days ago we heard much of 
the initiative and referendum as a 
vagary of the doctrinaire, but today 
we hear with little astonishment of 
the adoption of the same principle by 
states and municipalities in widely 


without reference to partisanship or 
party tenets. In the west, especially, 
the Swiss method of direct legislation 
is making such progress that it prom- 
ises to become a basic institution of 
government. Already the departure 
has passed the experimental stage 
there. 

Perhaps the most important step 
among the important ones of the kind 
which might be cited is that taken by 
the state of Oregon last year, when 
a complete direct legislation constitu- 
tional amendment was adopted by the 
vote of the people. The Oregon pro- 
vision is that 8 per cent of the voters 
can initiate any measure by petition, 
and if a majority of them vote for it 
directly, it becomes a law. Any law 
passed by the legislature can be. re- 
ferred back to the people for their 
dictum when 5 per cent of the suf- 
fragists call for thé referendum. 

A successful application of the 
same principle to a municipality was 
made in Chicago, where, under the 
quasi-referendum Jaw of Illinois, an 
overwhelming expression of the popu- 
lar will was obtained in favor of the 
city owning the street railways and 
the gas and electric plants which fur- 
nish the great city its light, power and 
heat. The same principle was applied 
to the method of nominating candi- 
dates for the city offices, 140,860 votes 
having been cast for direct nomina- 
tion by the people, to 17,654 against.

is no such a thing as working for 5 cents 
a day in the silk centers of Europe and 
Asia. On the other hand, if in the far 
interior of China the people do not earn 
more than § to 15 cents per day, as this 
gentleman claims, how, then, does France 
end Italy compete with China in raising 
silk, when most of the American manu- 
facturers who are opposing silk culture 
in America admit that the Italian silk 
raisers get, according to their own state- 
ments, 2 to 30 cents a day? However: 
the writer has had the opportunity to see 
that more than that sum of money was! 
earned by silk cultyrists in southern 
France and Italy. 

Mr. Sampson further s@ys that the un- 
winding of ¢ocoons ‘is done by hand. 1 
do not know Mr. Sampson, though I know 
some of his superiors, and I am sure that 


Mr. Sampson shgyid know better than 
that. The unwinding of silk today is done 


only by machinery. Even in the uncivil- 


: 


} ized China you can go into factories 


where 800 girls are employed to’ watch 
macaines that were made in Italy for the 
unwinding of cocoons. It would be of 


more interest to the Anferican people’ to 


know that in’some parts ‘of Burope where 
silk is raised, a machine is used that was 
invented by an American, who is now 
residing ir Paris, France, and. formerly 
an engineer of New York state. 

The Constitution has nobly defended 
Silk culture\in its editorial of the 12th 
instant, as The Constitution always does 
take the lead in the interest of the peo- 
ple of Georgia. I am much gratified to 
see. it. 

Why does Mr. Sampson come and tell us 
such things if he does not believe that we 
can raise silk? Why should he bother his 
head about it when others have come 
here and are investing their money fo 
prove such things? The very opposition 
that the silk manufacturers are now put- 
ting in the way of the silk raisers is the 
foundation of encouragement to establish 
silk culture on a most successful basis 
in the near future. 

As you are aware, I am editing “Silk’”’ 
to teach the people of Georgia and other 
states how to raise silk. Of course this 
journal has found its.way to the silk 
manufacturers. To illugtrate their oppo. 
sition, one prominent silk manufacturer 
writes to “‘Silk’’ in pari of his letter as 
follows: 

“While it would seem.not impossible to. 
create among the farmers a raw silk in- 


' dustry, using the labor of children and 


old people, whose labér would other- 
wise be mcre or less unproductive on the 
farm, for the purpose, of rearing the 
worms, yet we do not understand how 
these cocoons could ever be reeled in this 
country. They could no doubt be sent tuo 
Italy to be reeled, and the only ailterna- 
tive would seem to be the imposition of 
at least $1 a pound duty on taw silk. 
which on. the importations of 1902 would 
tax the silk industry of this country over 
£13,000,000, and all for what? Do you in- 
tend to advocate a heavy tax of this kind 
on the raw material of our industry?” 

Now, this gentleman forgets that the 
American peopie pay $15,000,000 every year 
to the United States because we are 
importing about $30,000,000 worth of manu- 
factured goods, merely to protect the SU 
manufacturers?

unreasonable that a duty on raw silk 
ig put on to make the silk manufacturers 
pay $13,000,000 q year, if by that we can 
create $75,000,000 worth of raw silk to be 
raised among our American farmers.

Macon, Ga., May 14.*In the United 
States court today, Im} the case of the 
Georgia Saw Mill A ation against the 
Southeastern Freight Association afid the 
several railroads composing the same, ad- 
ditional affidavits were submitted by the 
defendant. 


J. M. Culp, fourth vice president of 
the Southern Railroad Company, in 
charge of the traffic department, submit- 
ted an exhatistive statement. He reit- 
erated in emphatic terms that the South- 
ern Railway Compaty formulated its own 
rates and that its freight tariff policy was 
in nO way controlled by the Southeastern 
Freight Association. He also presented 
figures to show that despite the grcat 
fain in the gross earnings of thé Southern 
railroad, its net earnings were not as large 
as they should be, owing to the low 
freight tariff and the increased cost of 
operation, and the increase in the price 
of everything required for standard main- 
tenance. is 

S. F. Parrott, chairman of the South- 
eastern Freight Association, submitted a 
supplemental affidavit, in which he states 
that the association does not fix the 
rates, but compiles and puts into circu- 
‘ation the declared tariff promulgated 
by the several roads, that the association 
was organized to do work.for all of the 
roads forming it, that could be more 
economically performed by a central bu- 
reau than by the roads separately. He 
stated that the association performed work 
at a cost of $27,000 per annum, that would 
cost the roads not less than $250,000 per 
annum if done by them Individually. 

He closed his statement with the dec- 
Jaration that he was simply an adminis- 
trative officer, and that he promulgated 
freight tariffs which might be adopted 
by all the members of the association vor 
only a part of them. He called particu- 
lar atiention to the latter proposition, to 
Show that there was no combine, or cun- 
cert of action, involved in the work of the 
Southeastern Freight Association. 

The defendants closed and the complain- 
ants will submit tomorrow rebuttal evi- 
dence; and then the argument will begin.

The present respite’ of the prisoner, 
granted recently by Governor Terrell, ex- 
pires on June 12, but, according to indi- 


cations, Lee will not pay the penalty on/ 


the gallows on that date. Attorney Reu- 
ben R. Arnold, Jr., leading counsel for 
the prisoner, announces that he will ap- 
peal to Judge L. 8. Roan, presiding judge 
of the criminal court, for a new trial] and 
that In the event it is refused, he will 
take the case to the supreme court and 
ask that tr?bunal to grant another hear- 
ing. The formal motion wil] probably be 
filed with Judge Roan between now and 
the Ist of June. 

If the case goes to the supreme court 
it is expected that argument will be heard 
by that court In September and a de- 
cision will likely be rendered some time 
during October. Mr. Arnold considers the 
verdict of sanity contrary to thé law and 
evidence and unjust and he proposes to 
continue the fight to gave his client from 
the scaffold. 

Attorney Arnold made the concluding 
argument yesterday morning, his speech 
being an earnest plea for the prisoner. 

Judge Roan began his charge to the 
jury at 11:40 o’clock and finished at five | 
minutes to 12 o'clock. The jury then re- 
tired and at 12:30 o’clock the verdict was 
returned. | 

The prisoner had been taken back to 
the prisoner’s room when the jury retired 
and was not in the court room when the 
verdict was announced. Mr. Arnold waiv- 
ed his presence. Lee did not ask about 
the verdict and was not informed of its 
nature, either in the prisoner’s room vor 
enroute to the Tower. If he had any 
knowledge or suspicion of the character 
of the findings, that are of such vital 
importance to him, there was no notice- 
able change in his demeanor and he gave 
no sign or indication that he even feit 
any concern in the outcome.

The company has the privilege of in- 
creasing its capital stock to $600,0u0. it 
secured a charter in Georgia, as stated 
by one of the attorneys for the company 
some time ago, for the reason that there 
was some doubt as to its right to exercise 
the power of eminent domain and to con- 
demn private property for the company’s 
ree, unless it had a Georgia charter.

To oppose:-that or- 
ganization, to attempt to prevent it by 
legislation, or to denounce it in terms 
recently used at the Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation convention at New Orleans, is 
both futile and foolish. 

“The second dcsiderata is that there 
should be an increased respect for law 
and capital. The final appeal must be 
to 4sustice. 

“In weighing the nower of fhe two con- 
tending forces. nething is more foOlish 
and misleading than a comparlson of 
wages with interest and dividend rates. 
for the purfcse of determining the share 
received bv capital and.the share fre- 
ceived bv labor in the joint production 
of both.” 

He derivred that it did not follow that 
the remedv is to be found. in such legis- 
laticn as the Sherman act. It was a law 
far more likely to be abused than used.
